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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1, 10, 19, and 23, the limitation "a processor, responsive 
to a code" renders the claim indefinite. What action does the processor takes in 
response to this code? The limitations "to change the code" render the claim 
indefinite. Is this the same code as claimed "a code for controlling the storage of 
the identification data" and this code is changed in response to an incoming 
signal addressing the communication device? 

Regarding claims 4, 13, and 21 , the limitation "a second code is stored in 
the phone to which the code for controlling is changed" render the claim 
indefinite. Is this second code the same as "a code", as claimed in claim 1, or is 
this a different code that is changed in response to an incoming signal 
addressing the communication device? 

Regarding claim 25, the limitations "a first code" and "a second code" 
render the claim indefinite. Is these codes generate in response to a received 
signal. 
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Regarding claim 28, the limitation "the code" is unclear. Is it referring to 
the first or second code as claimed in claim 25. 

Regarding claim 30-32, the claim limitations of these claims are unclear. 
Claims 30 and 31 claimed the same configuration but have two different settings. 
Claims 30 and 32 claimed different configuration but have the same setting. 
Appropriate corrections are required.
